This listing of claims will replace all prior versions and listing of claims in tlie 
application. 

Listing of Claims : 

Claim 1 (Cun'ently Amended) A hair-eoRdltiQffifig composition with a pH of 8 or less 
comprising: 

(a) 0.01 % to 1 0% by weight of one or more cationic surfactants; 

(b) 0.01 % to 1 0% by weight of one or more fatty alcohols having from 8 to 22 
carbon atoms; 

(c) 0-.OQ-4-%0.01 to 5% by weight of a hydrophobically modified clay; and 

(d) water, 

wherein the weight ratio of cationic surfactant to fatty alcohol is from 1 :1 to 1 :10; 

and wherein the composition is in the form of a rinse-off hair conditioning composition 

which is not a waternn-oij emulsion.

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Claim 4 (Original) A composition as claimed in Claim 3, wherein tlie hair fibre 
modifying agent is a hydrocarbon oil. 

Claim 5 {Currently Amended) A composition as clamed in Oaiftva aairn 1 that furth er 
c omprises one or more hair fib re modifying agents wh6ffi{fi-ll^-l^aif-4bfe---m^ 
a^ents-are-selected from: amino acids; urea; methyl amines and their N-oxIdes; mono-, 
di- or poly-carboxyiic acids; carbohydrates; and polyols. 

Claim 6 (Original) A composition as claimed in Claim 5, wherein the hair fibre 
modifying agent is urea. 

Claim 7 (Previously Presented) A composition as claimed in claim 2, wherein the one 
or more hair fibre modifying agents are present in the composition in an amount of from 

0.01% to 2% by weight. 

Claim 8 (Previously Presented) A composition as claimed in claim 1, wherein the 
hydrophobically modified clay is an expandable three-layer clay comprising at least 
75% by weight of the clay of atoms selected from oxygen, silicon and aluminum and/or 
magnesium. 

Claim 9 (Previously Presented) A composition as claimed in claim 1, wherein the 
hydrophobically modified clay is a hydrophobically treated bentonite clay. 

Claim 10 (Cun*entiy Amended) A composition as claimed in claim 1 , wherein the day Is 
hydrophobically modified by exchange into the clay of cations comprising one or more 
alkyi groups containing from 6 to 30 carbon atoms , where in the hydrophobically 
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mo dif i ed c lay is pr oduced by a n i on exch ange process wherein cations comprising one 
or more aiky! groups c ontaining from 6 to 30 carbon atoms replace at least a portion of 
a day's inorganic meta i i o n s . 

Claim 11 (Original) A composition as claimed in Claim 10, wherein the cations have 
the formula N^R^R^R^R'* wherein R\ R\ R^ and R'^ are independently {Ci to C30) akyi 
or benzyl and, optionally, the alky! groups may comprise one or more ester {-OCO- or ~ 
C00-) and/or ether (-0-) linkages within the alkyi chain. 

Claim 12 (Previously Presented) A composition as claimed in claim 1 which further 
comprises from 0.01% to 5% by weight of a silicone.
